deprived i; temporal affairs. The struggle in 
Mexico, there‘bre, is clearly’ a struggle be-. 
ee ‘Liberty and Comwowrorr on the one 
hand; and Anarchy and Church .. despot- 
ism on. the .other.. .The. party . which 
sustains: the former is greatly superior 
in numbers. They elected. Gen. Comonsonr 
President bya 
granted him powers after long 
hesitation, and upon full evidence that.a Dic- 
tatorship alone can save. the country from 
utter‘ruin. In this policy, unprejndiced out- 
siders will coincide. Those who have inter- 
ested themselves ‘in the fititre of Mexico, 
have had the conviction forced upon them 
that the people cn masec are not fit for self 
government. They lack that essential educa- 
tion which is only acquired by years of experi- 
ence ; and, unfortunately for them, through 
the corruption and personal ambition of their 
political and ecclesiastical chiefs, instead of 
advancing, they have retrograded in the path 
of liberty since their. independence of Spanish 
rule. 
The great question for Mexico, now, is 
whether Coxoronr has safficient nerve and. 
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
